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DESCRIPTION OF ALEXANDRIA. 
(PROM A FRENCH aUTHOR.) 

* Alexandria, built by Alexander the Great, from 
whom it had its name, vied almoft in magnificeace with 
Ic ftands four days journey 
from Cairo, and wastormerly the chief mart of all the 
Eaftern tratle. ‘The merchandize were unloaded at 
+ Pontus Muris, a cown’ on the. weltern coaft of, the 
Red Sea, from whence they were bfought upon camels 

to a town of Thebais, called Cophr, and conveyed down 
the Nile to Alexandria, whither merchants reforted 
from all parts. 

Tt is well knowe, that the Eaft India trade has at all 
times énriched thofe who carried it on. This was the 
chief fountain ‘of the vaft treafure that Solomon amaffed, 
and which enabled him to build‘the magnificent Temple 
of Jerafalem. David, by his conquering Iduniza, be- 
came tmafter of Fieath and Effongeber, two towns fi- 
tuated on the eafterh fhore of the, Red Sea. From 
thefe swo pasts Solomon fent fhips to Ophir and Tarihith, 
whick always brought back immenfe riches f.

The moft fumptuous preparations ate making at Paris 
for a Gala, or what fome may call a French farce, to 
celebrate the anniverfary of the 22d September 1792, 
the day on which France was formally decreed to be a 
Republic, ; 

Amongtt others, a’balloon of a large diameter is to 
be mounted by two Aeronauts, but confined by cords, 
fo as to make the tour of the Champ de Mars, and to 
difplay the emblems with which it is to be decorated. 
In the middle of the field is to be an erection to re- 
prefent an Englith fhip of war. When the Acronauts 
have reached their perpendicular fituation, they are 
to difcharge a ball of a particular compofition, which, 
without the aid of match or fire, will {peedily con- 
fume the Englith’ hip of war, it being made for the 
purpofe, of the moft combuftible materials. The Ae- 
ronauts then make the fignal of departure, and the cords 
being cut, they are to afcend, and to fhew their art in 
what manner they pleafe. 

Among the pillage of the French from Italy, is the 
whole of the Vatican library, and that of St Mark, at 
Venice. Of their other valuable acquifitions, the mott 
.curious are two golden crowns; one of which formerly 
belonged to Flavius Agiflus, and the other to Queen 
Theodolinda. They are of a circular form, adorned 
with precious fténes, and formerly ferved for the coro- 
nation of the Lombard kings. :
